Dear  Mrs.  Hubler: 

I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  have  any  literature  or  much  information  on  the 
Lincoln  decanters.     The  only  two  that  I  have  seen  are  the  Circuit  Rider 
and  Old  Capitol  (Illinois).     They  also  had  My  Old  Kentucky  Home  which 
they  sold  in  this  area  as  Lincoln  Home  by  removing  the  identifying  tags. 
The  decanter  did  look  like  Lincoln's  Home. 

On  the  bottom  of  the  "Circuit  Rider"  in  raised  letters  is  0MB  No.  15 
1972  Royal  Halburton  China.     This  decanter  seems  to  have  been  modeled 
after  the  Lincoln  Esquestrian  Statue  now  at  New  Salem  State  Park  but  was 
first  at  the  Illinois  Exhibit,  New  York  World's  Fair.     They  have  put 
different  clothes  on  Lincoln  but  horse  is  same. 


On  the  bottom  of  Old  Capitol  decanter  in  raised  letters  is  Old  Mr.  Boston 
Liquor  Bottle  No.  6  1970    Royal  Halburton  China.    Also,  on  a  paper  tag  or 
sticker,  on  side  is  this:     "Old  Mr.  Boston  Brand  Capitol  Bottle  Kentucky 
Straight  Bourbon  Whiskey  86  Proof  100  Months  Old  4/5  Quart.     Bottled  by 
Mr.  Boston  Distiller,  Boston,  Mass.    Albany    Ga.    Lakeland  Fla." 

I  would  expect  that  Old  Mr.  Boston  Company  would  have  a  record  of  any 
other  Lincoln  decanters  they  carried  but  I  don't  believe  they  did  for 
I  am  almost  sure  they  would  have  been  "pushed"  in  this  area.
